They blend delightfully 
with the landscape in summer. About founda- 
tions and at entrances they afford a pleasing 
effect in color and form variation. 


Every evergreen has its place and after it is 
planted should be kept sheared or pruned so 
as to keep it uniform and not allowed to grow 
too large. With proper shearing an evergreen 
can be kept at a uniform size for years. This 
work should be done by experienced men and 
at the proper season. This also holds true of 
deciduous shrubs. In order to Keep the foliage 
on all evergreens and shrubs a nice deep 
green, application of fertilizer should be given, 
Evergreens also should be kept well watered 
for the first two or three years, and like other 
plants they need spraying to keep in check 
scale or any other insects that might attack 
them. Certain sprays should be used on ever- 
greens.

Hints on Care of Goldfish 


Diseases: Should the presence of white or 
red spots be noted on the head above the eyes 
or should there be a lowering of the dorsal fin, 
the indications are that steps should imme- 
diately be taken to combat these conditions. 
In most cases a change from one aquarium to 
another will correct the trouble. Usually, how- 
ever, it is advisable to remove the sick fish and 
place them in a half gallon of water to which 
a tablespoonful of coarse salt (preferably sea 
salt) has been added, allowing them to remain 
in this solution for five or six hours when they 
can be returned to their original home.

How to Have a Good Lawn 


Spade the ground as deep as possible and 
turn several times to see that it is thoroughly 
pulverized. Work in a good commercial fer- 
tilizer. Sheep guano or peat moss will add hu- 
mus and improve the seed bed. Rake level and 
water thoroughly so the ground will settle. 
The seed bed should be allowed to stand for 
about two weeks, watering from time to time 
so the weed seeds will sprout. 


Roll the ground before seeding, to prevent it 
from settling unevenly. and then rake the sur- 
face lightly.
